Harlan, Ky., May 22.—(/)—Five 
miners were killed and ten others en- 
tombed when an explosion rocked 
mine No. 30 of the Black Mountain 
Coal corporation, near here, tonight. 

Rescuers passing their way into the 
workings held little hope that the 


- remaining men would be found alive.

The explosion, occurring just as 
shifts were being changed early in 


the night, caught 15 of the 75 men| 


who were then in the mine. 


The bodies recovered tonight, those 
of Asher Hall, Charles Bradley, Sam 
Edwards and two others, unidenti- 
fied, were found by rescuers about 
three-fourths of a mile from the en- 
trance of the workings. These men, 
it was said, were working between 
those now entombed and the entrance, 
and since the rescue party said they 
believed the explosion originated still 
further back in the mine, they held 
little hope of finding the ten men 
alive. 

The entire level in which the men 
were working was wrecked, the ven- 
tilating system destroyed and the en- 
try to the level blocked with coal and 
debris. 

Sixty men working on other levels 
made their way to safety, none of 
them injured. 


1235 BODIES REMOVED 
FROM MATHER MINE. 


Mather, Pa., May 22.—(4)—Grave 
fears that death had claimed all but 
a handful of the 211 miners entombed 
in the Mather mine explosion. seemed 
likely to be borne out late today as 
the known death toll mounted to 125. 

Hope that had risen with the es- 
cape ef a lone miner today ebbed 
crews 
brought only more dead to the surface. 

Late.tonight.there still remained 72 

uneccounted for on the basis of 
a Red Cross check of the men miss- 
ing since the explosion spread dis- 
aster in this little mining community 
late Saturday. 

Only 14 men of those who were 
down in the mine at the time of the 
catastrophe were outside the workings 
today, and it was believed they were 
the only survivors. 

From the blast-wracked mine this 
morning came Frank Krubik, deliri- 
ously gibbering his joy at the arrival 
ef rescne workers in time to save him 
from the death that claimed so many 
of his fellow workers. After 60 hours 
with death from poison gas threaten- 
ing, Krubik came out alive. 

Hoisting of bodies to the surface 
progressed rapidly tonight, with pros- 
pects that all might be removed by 
morning. The bodies were being 
turnee over to undertakers so fast 
that they found it difficult to keep 
pace with their work. 

Those coming from the interior of 
the mine said it had now been com- 
pietely explored and that it was al- 
most certain that no more miners 
would be found alive. About 15 
rescue crews are still at work and 
remain at the task until the 
last body has been removed.
